BRAKE FAILED TO WORK.' 


Frederick City, Md., Aug. 35.—Forty 
icrsons were more or less injured by 


e brakes of a trolley car failing to 
ork Sunday evening on the steep 


'"'mountain incline on the Frederick and 


Middletown electric road. 
The car 
started from Braddock Heights at 7 
o'clock. There were 100 persons^ on 
the car, many more than it capacity, 
when the start was made. The motor- 
man applied the brakes, but they yield- 
ed and the speed of the car rapidly in- 
creased. Just before reaching- a trestle 
over a ravine fifty feet deep the car 
gave a lurch, the motorman tried to 
reverse, but the trolley slipped the 
wire and he was powerless, lie called 
to the passengers to hold for their 
lives. The next instant there was a 
crash, as the car bounded from the 
rails and turned over. 
The people 


were piled on top of one another in the 
muss of wreckage. Many persons who 
had seen the car tearing down the 
mountain hurried to the rescue and the 
bruised and maimed passengers were 
removed to their homes.

David Rowland Francis, the new suc- 


cessor of lion, Hoke Smith as secretary 
of the interior, was born of Scotch- 
Irish parents, in Richmond, Ky., Octo- 
ber 1, 1850. Supplementing his com- 
mon school education in Kentucky, ho 
graduated from Washington university 
in this city, in 1895, with the degree of 
! bachelor of arts. After three years' 


; apprenticeship in commercial life he 


I organized the 
D. R. Francis & Hro. 


! Commission company, -which is still 
one of the leading firms operating at 
the Merchants' exchange. 


In 1883 he was elected vice president 


of the exchange, and the following 
year was chosen president. lie has 
been a life-long Democrat, and in 1884 
was a delegate to the convention that 
'.nominated Mr. Cleveland for president. 
;The following year he was elected 
' mayor of St. Louis by 1,400 majority, 
overcoming a former Republican ma- 
jority of 14,000. Long-needed munici- 
pal reform nourished under his admin- 
istration. In 1888 he was elected gov- 
ernor of Missouri by one of the heavi- 
est majorities ever achieved by his 
party in that state, and his wise con- 
duct of the office is still a criterion. 
Prior to the Chicago convention of this 
year he was prominent in the' ranks of 
the sound money men, and took a lead- 
ing part in the effort to beat back the 
rising tide of silver agitation.

Cincin- 
nati and other larg-e cities articles of a 
libel ous nature reflecting on "Paskola," 
in that the statement was made that ifc 
had uo merit as a medicine or food and 
was dangerous to. health, and that its 
sale was an imposition on the public, 
and it is further charged that the de- 
fendants induced Charles P. Fcnnell to 
make a false analysis of "Paskola,". 
and that the analysis was published 
throughout the United States, and that 
in order to carry out the conspiracy 
the defendants induced Deputy Food 
Commissioner Leubbing- to make ialse 
affidavits on which parties in Cleveland 
and Cincinnati, who are selling- the 
article, were arrested and prosecuted 
before justices of the peace. 


The plaintiff claims that on account 


of these publications the sale of "Pas- 
kola" has been greatly reduced and 
that he has been deprived of the profits 
that would have resulted had it not 
been for these statements.

would bo much better for business if 
these same gentlemen who are driving 
money into hiding, would truthfully 
toll the people that it is best to have 
their money invested. 
Whether the 


free coinage of gold and silver or the 
gold standard prevails, it will bo no 
advantage to have your money hi your 
possession. 
Under free coinage money 


will bo worth no more in possession 
than in a building and loan association, 
neither will it bo under a gold stand- 
ard. 
If people would exercise a little 


common souse there would bo more 
business than at present. 


The gold advocates before they get 


through with this campaign may make 
the discovery that they have "blundered 
in trying to prove too much. They tell 
us in one breath that the owners of sil- 
ver mines will make millions by tak- 
ing fifty cents' worth of silver to the 
mint and having it coined into .' hun- 
dred cents; and in the next breath they 
declare that workingmen's wages will 
bOe.paid in a fifty-cent dollar if silver 
wina in its fight with its yellow rival.

•while the executive of the United States 
is considering the question of our possi- 
ble belligerency. 


"I have no doubt of the sympathy of 


the American people as a whole. In 
fact, I have the best evidence of their 
good will. Many Americans are fight- 
ing'in my ranks and good true men 
they are. 
The chief of our artillery is 


an American from Boston and no brav- 
er man lives." 


"IIo'iv long do you think the war 


will continue?" 


"I prefer not to appear in the guise 


of a prophet. 
I leave that to General 


Weyler," was the response. 


"You are confident of success in the 


end?" 
"As certain of it as I am that Cuba 
Is an island, but I must fight the battle 
in my own way. 
I know that we are 


called guerillas; that some people mar- 
vel because we prefer to fight from urn- 
'•.bush, but we are in this war to win. 
Ammunition is scarce arid I think I 
know how to use it to advantage. 


"Cuba is now ours. It is true that 


.Spaniards hold most of the seaport 
jcities and some of the interior towns, 
• but*in::the latter they are getting very 
ilired. We don't let them sleep much, 
*| and now we will see that they do not 
j cat.
